Appalling state of the cemetery 



MY brother and I visit our 
parents’ grave each week and 
have noticed over the years a 
decline in the way the cemetery 
is kept. At first glance from 
Cemetery Lane, it looks lovely, 
the grass has been cut and it 
is neat and tidy. The children’s 
area always looks nice, but 
as you go further into the 
cemetery you can either see 
long grass, or grass that has 
been cut and left in clumps over 
graves. 

When I visited this week it 
looked appalling, large clumps 
of dried grass everywhere and 
numerous graves have their 
metal vases missing. I am sure 
that some of the missing vases 
are due to the volume of the 
scrimmers that have displace 
the vases, although some may 
have been stolen. 

Why is the grass not cleared 
up when cut, it looks a total 
disgrace. I am sure that if a 
royal visit was taking place at 
the cemetery then the whole 
place would look neat and tidy. 
We do not rely on the council to 
cut around our parents’ grave 
as we keep it neat and tidy. But 



what about those who cannot 
do it? They do not deserve to 
walk into the cemetery and see 
their graves covered in clumps 
of grass. 

I have been in touch with the 
parks department and their 
response is: “Unfortunately, 
due to seasonal conditions 
the grass has in places got 
longer than usual. In the damp 
weather conditions grass 
will stick to memorials and 
lay on graves. I can assure 
you the cemetery’s ground 
maintenance teams endeavour 
to keep inconvenience at a 
minimum.” I attach a photo 
that I took this week.

• Thanks for raising this issue, 
and the council apologises for 
any distress this may have caused 
you and your family. The grass 
in the cemetery is cut every two 
weeks as a standard and this 
normally ensures that it is kept 
at an acceptable level. The local 
parks team will be asked to keep 
the situation under review and 
cut it more frequently should it be 
deemed necessary. 

The council leaves the cuttings on 
the ground as an environmental 
measure as this allows them to 
break down and return nutrients to 
the soil. The council will continue 
to listen to the views of people who 
visit the cemetery and respond 
accordingly.

Information drop-in on Crossrail 


THE borough’s nursing and care 
homes have been in the spotlight, 
with a series of open days and 
visits. 

Daisy Gray was celebrating her 
104th birthday when Royal Greenwich 
Mayor, Cllr Angela Cornforth, popped 
into Meadows House in Tudway Road, 
Kidbrooke to offer her congratulations. 
The centre is home to a pioneering 
scheme running to help dementia 
patients remember their past. 

The home opened its doors along 
with other as part of National Care 
Home Open Day on June 21. And it 
was a chance for visitors to learn more 
about the innovative project at the 
Meadows which is helping residents 
with Alzheimers. 

A corridor has been laid out like 
a street scene, and equipped with 
memory-joggers, including post and 
telephone boxes and a bus stop. It is 
called Memory Lane, and includes 
a room crammed with artefacts and 
memorabilia such as old flat irons 
which residents can remember using. 

Each person’s room has a painted 
front door so it looks like a private flat 
and there is also a sensory room, with 
calming lights, a projector showing 
birds flying over the walls, and other 
sense stimulators. 

Care home manager Isabel Nyirenda 
said: “We don’t want clients to feel 
institutionalised, so we made the 
corridor into a street scene and it gives 
them something to talk about. The 
sensory room relaxes agitated clients 
and has brought changes in their 
behaviour.” 

She added: “The project has been 
running since last summer, and its 
impact is making a difference because 
our clients are calmer. It’s an unusual 
way of dealing with dementia, and 
we’ve had lots of managers from other 
care homes visit us to see what we do 
here.” 

Pauline Penfold from Eltham, who 
has been married to husband Jack for 
55 years, told GT: “Jack is 81 now, and 
he is so happy here. He is well cared-for 
and everyone is so kind. It’s really

fantastic here and the decor is lovely. 
It helps him remember some of the 
old ways, because the atmosphere is 
so laid back and so nice.” 

Other nursing and care homes were 
visited by Deputy Mayor Cllr Mick 
Hayes, and Cllr John Fahy, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member for adults 
and older people, who said: “The idea 
behind the day was to encourage 
communities to go into their local 
care homes and to connect with 
residents and staff. It was a

NHS shake up 
to take 2 years 

RESIDENTS in Greenwich and Lewisham 
concerned about changes to healthcare are 
assured that no changes are being made to 
services for at least two years. 

The government announced in January that 
Lewisham Healthcare NHS Trust and Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital should join together by 
October 1 201 3 to form a new organisation 
- the 'Lewisham and Greenwich NHS Trust'. 
An NHS spokesperson said: "There has been 
much speculation on the government's 
plans to make changes to Lewisham's 
emergency and maternity services in the 
future. This is currently subject to a judicial 
review process, and it is important to stress 
that no changes to these services would be 
made until alternative arrangements are 
in place - which would take two to three 
years. In the meantime, it is 'business as 
usual' at both hospitals."

HISTORIC Greenwich Park and its 
grass, roads and footpaths are now 
in a better state than even before 
it hosted events for last summer’s 
Olympics and Paralympics, says 
park manager Graham Dear. 

A huge reinstatement programme has 
been carried out, involving reseeding and 
re-turfing the grass, and repairing and 
replacing roads. The costs have been met 
jointly by the Games organisers LOCOG 
and the Royal Parks. 

Manager Graham is now looking ahead 
to the future of the park. He told GT: “All 
the reinstatement work was delivered on 
time, and I’m really pleased. The road 
leading to the Blackheath gate has been 
replaced and is all brand new. It’s already 
been used as a location for a new film 
called ‘Before I Go To Sleep’. We had 
Nicole Kidman being filmed walking 
along to the General Wolfe statue, with a 
woman on a bike, a boy on a skateboard, 
and two dogs, as extras. So our new road 
in the park is going to be in a Hollywood 
blockbuster!” 

Graham added: “Film companies like 
using Greenwich Park and we usually 
get one big one being shot here every 
year. It’s also used for advert shoots and 
still photographs and all adds up to a 
significant stream of revenue for the 
Royal Parks.” 

Coming up are four Sundays of concerts, 
sponsored by the Friends of Greenwich 
Park. 

“The park is looking a lot greener than it 
usually does at this time of the year, “ said 
Graham, “mainly because it’s been so cold 
and rainy. It’s as good as it’s been for years 
and years, and I’m very pleased with it.” 

The last bit of returfing was in front of 
the Queen’s House, at the end of spring. 
A total of 350,000 square metres of turf,

grown on Romney Marsh in Kent, was 
used. 

Graham stressed: “We had to be 
careful laying the new turf, because 
we have what we think could be 
the site of a Second World War gun 
emplacement on the Queen’s Field 
in front of the Queen’s House, and 
another circular architectural site 10 
metres across.

New Eltham courses offer job skills training

TRAINING in IT and digital skills, 
as well as courses in making people 
more employable, are being offered 
at the Eltham Centre library. 

They are run by the Exchange Group, a 
charity which helps people get the skills 
they need to get a job, or progress in the 
job they already have. 

The group has set up in a training room 
previously run by UK Online, and held a 
recent open day, when people could find 
out more. 

Wendy and Robin Underwood, who have 
been married for 43 years, are doing an IT 
course together. 

“We use a PC at home but we kept losing 
things on it,” said Robin. “We wanted 
to find out how to stop this happening. 
We know the basics, but not the theory 
behind the basics. So we signed up for the 
course. We come in three days a week for 
three hours a time, and this is our second 
week. It’s harder than we expected, but 
definitely worthwhile.” 

Wendy added: “The staff are very 
helpful, and don’t make you feel silly. 
They have a lot of patience, and they take 
time to explain things.” 

On offer is training in: 

• Digital skills, such as learning to use 
Facebook, Skype, digital photos and 
music 

• IT courses, including Microsoft Office,

the software package for word processing, 
spreadsheets and presentations. People 
can learn how to use it and gain a

• Employment essentials, with short 
courses to help with applying for a job.

“We are focused on providing training 
and support customised to the needs of the 


individual,” said centre manager Debbie 
Kiely. “Exchange Group is government- 
funded and is able to provide free and 
subsidised training to all eligible learners. 

“This is a free service to anyone in the 
community on benefits, however we can 
also offer free and subsidised courses to 
those not on benefits.”

YOU don’t have to be an 
Olympic hopeful like 
Daryll Neita to make the 
most of the new 3-2-1 
jogging routes marked 
out in Sutcliffe Park, 
Eltham. 

In fact, the routes - with 
three different dsistances - 
are more for you than they 
are for 16-year-old Starting 
Blocks star Daryll and 
other members of local 
club Cambridge Harriers 
that use the athletics track 
in the park. 

“I think it’s a really good 
idea,” said Daryll, who 
opened the 3-2-1 routes 
with Cllr Peter Kotz, the 
the royal borough’s cabinet 
member for cultural and 
creative industries. 

Daryll, from Lee, won the 
English Schools 100 metres 
last year with her best 
time of 11.63 seconds. “I’m 
hoping to make the World 
Youth Championships in 
Ukraine next month. 

“My main ambition is 
to get to the Olympics. 


If I made Rio that would 
be like a test for me and 
the next two would be the 
main ones. I hope to make 
athletics my career and it’s 
great to get early support 
from Greenwich Starting 
Blocks.” 

One group that definitely 
make the most of the new 
facilities is the Running 
Sisters, who have their own 
coach in Christine Bond. 
She told GT: “We have 15- 
plus runners every week 
with ages ranging from 30 


to 70-plus. 

“As a Run England group 
the 3-2-1 routes give us a 
safe and clearly guided area 
which helps us to measure 
pace and improvements 
over the distances being 
run. It’s a really excellent 
facility.” 

Cllr Kotz added: “I’m sure 
that joggers from all over 
the borough will make use 
of the 3-2-1 routes, such a 
simple yet brilliant idea 
from Run England. They 
can see how they improve 
but really this is about 
enjoyment, health and 
fitness. They can also use 
the routes when it’s most 
convenient for them.”

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Blind sailor Sharon wins debut gold for GB in Japan 

Licence to keel!

FOR blind sailor Sharon Grennan 
the answer is literally blowing in 
the wind - and it’s helped her win a 
gold medal at the blind sailing world 
championships in Japan. 

Thirty -five-year-old Sharon, who lives in 
East Greenwich, made her debut in the GB 
team that came back as world champions 
from the week-long International Fleet 
Racing Championships in Japan. 

Sharon, in a 24ft long keelboat with 
another visually impaired and two 
sighted sailors, won gold as helm - doing 
the steering - in the B1 class. 

“I rely on feeling the direction of 
the wind on my face and how the boat 
feels and reacts,” she told GT. “Wind 
awareness is vital to me while the sighted 
people I sailed with look at the shape of 
the sails and little ribbons on them called 
‘cowtails’. 

“It’s interesting sailing with them 
because they are looking for different 
things.” 

Sharon, who works for a law firm, has 
been sailing for five years. “I went along 
to the selection weekend last autumn and 
was pleased and surprised to get into the 
team. 

“There were three boats in different 
races and we won two gold medals and 
one silver, which gave us the overall 
Squadron Cup. The racing was very close 
and tactical with a lot of close-quarter 
sailing.” 

There were 15 races spread over a week 
- three races per day - and GB won seven 
of them outright. Sharon said: “Initially 
the Japanese teams were doing well in 
the light winds but the GB teams did well 
when the winds picked up a bit because 
that’s was how we had trained. 

“I was absolutely thrilled as well as 
surprised to have done so well. It was 


difficult to take in really. All our hard 
work, teamwork and communication paid 
off.” 

Sharon took up sailing after going on 
a yacht cruising holiday. “I enjoyed it 
but found it a bit tame,” she said. “Then 
someone told me about blind sailing and 


keelboat racing, and invited me along. 
Every boat is set out in a different way so 
it’s very important that I find out where 
everything is. 

Sharon also skis, listening to the skier 
ahead of her playing music from a 
rucksack, and took up tandem cycling, 


raising money for the trip on a sponsored 
ride to Brighton. The future? “There’s a 
possibility of having an event for visually 
impaired sailors in the 2020 Olympics,” 
she said, “and the next blind sailing world 
championships will be in two years, not 
four, so we’ve got that to aim for.”

MUSICALS get a bad rap - and rightly so, some 
would argue. But if all music-led performances 
were as accessible as One Georgie Orwell, the 
genre would surely draw plaudits from a far 
broader chunk of society. 

Its protagonist would no doubt have 
approved - Orwell himself was a man who 
despised elitism. The five-man cast that took 
to the stage at Charlton House seemed like 
the kind of chaps who'd have been as at home 
sharing a tale and an ale down the local pub as 
they would treading the boards at the Old Vic.

The park is opposite Mottingham 
station near Eltham. Organiser, June Hurst 
told Scene : "We've got a swing singer, an 
accordionist - who'll be singing and is 
multi-lingual. We've got the Zebedee 
Entertainers from Chislehurst, and face 
painters." 

The park's regular clown, Poppy will be 
on site for the event which runs from 12 
noon until 4.30pm. 

There are also donkey riders for under 
12s through a woodland trail which was 
recently cleared by volunteers. 

"They go through the'conifer trail'- rows 
of trees that were planted a few years 
ago," said June. "In 201 1 we cleared it and 
raised the canopy and we let them go 
through there. 

"Every now and again we do poems and 
laminate them and hang them on the 
trail. It's a real sensory experience." 

And the next day, July 7, there is'Concert 
in the Park', at Eltham Park South. 

There is also a season called 'Sunday 
Music In The Pleasaunce'. The festival 
concludes on July 28, with 'Song and 
Dance at the Tarn'.

Orwellian... 

The narrative - a sort of potted history of 
the writer born Eric Arthur Blair - was woven 
cleverly through passages of his own prose 
alongside new words penned by GT's own Peter 
Cordwell, put to music by Charlton's Carl Picton. 

It was a re-airing of the play which premiered 
at Greenwich Theatre last year, and it had 
benefited from away days around the UK and 
forays into schools. The cast were more at ease 
with the text, and the musical side in particular 
had mellowed with age - much like its author. 

There was one change in personnel - the 


affable presence of local lad Steven George 
(who took the plaudits as happy-go-lucky 
Trotter in the superb Journey's End at 
Greenwich Theatre), stepping in as narrator. 

The night was another string to the bow of 
Global Fusion Music & Arts who hosted the 
evening, demonstrating once again Louisa Le 
Marchand's eye for vibrance and variety. 

The Old Library is not a traditional theatre 
space - built for silence rather than acoustics, 
but the creaky floor (the ghost of Roger Norman 
doffing his cap perhaps) and the mezzanine 
stacked with books lent a literary weight to 
the show which Greenwich Theatre's - albeit 
acoustically superior - surround did not. 

If the highlight of the first half was the 
should-be-a-hit song, 'Coming Up For Air', 


crooned by pianist Bill Crow, then after the 
interval it was a far more rambunctious affair. 

It was here that the intimidating presence 
of Chris Knott came to the fore, first with 
the audience-baiting 'Road Sweeper', before 
launching into a thoroughly compelling 
passage from Animal Farm. 

Orwell's dystopian apex, 1 984 had its moment, 
with Hugh Barnett in wide-eyed terror as he 
was tortured by Knott's bully boy guard for not 
lying well enough...and then for lying. 

One Georgie Orwell took its cues not from the 
traditional musical genre, b ut from the more 
buccaneering, gonzo offerings like Woody 
Guthrie bio-dram. Woody Sez, and was all the 
better for it.

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 
If you’re not, register an application on line at 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk 


Find your applicant number 

It will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme. You’ll need that number and 
the reference number of the property you’re after, which will be on 
the advert. 


Pick out your ideal property 

by looking in Greenwich Time or regularly checking the website: 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk/homes 

Click on your preference on the website. If you don’t have a computer, you 
can always use one for free at either The Eltham or Woolwich Centre or 
a local library.

“I played at school and then there was 
a 20 or 25-year gap and it took off from 
there.
